tliat body as an annual substitute for 
the Science and Arts dances. It is a 
worthy development in either ( ^ ><\ and 
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we hope that the Union Dance may 
prosper as it deserves.

Mr. Knight, manager of the ^lontreal 
Clearing House, gave a short, witty talk 
in which he expi>^ed himself as wilhng 
to exjplain the Clearing House sysitem 
any night convenient to the Society. The 
executive has asked him to speak on 
AVednesday evening. Jam. 23rd. and an 
able ' lecture may be expected. 

The amendments to the con.-rtitution 
were hrough: up for discussion, and tin- 
ally carried. 

It was resolved to have live hundred 
copies of the revised constitution print- 
ed for distribution. 

Air. Picard Avas elected chairman of 
the Science' Dance Committee, the other 
members Ko be chosen before four o'clock 
the next day by the various clas-ses. 

Mr. Pare was elected representative to 
the Laval Polytechnic dinner, and, after 
passing i fj^v bilk presented by the 
♦treasurer, the m-eeting adjourned.

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ing Iloase, gave a very clear and in- 
teres-ting talk on its origin, uj?es, ar- 
rangements and routine. 

The large gatherifng was highly pleas- 
ed with the lecture, and greeted the 
speaker with prolonged apj)laucse. A 
vote of thanks was tendered, and the 
business of the meeting thctn ditsciLssed. 

In reply to a communication from the 
Alma Mater Society, it was resolved that 
the duties of 'the said Society include 
looking after all matters dealing with 
the student bo<ly, and therefore no &i)e- 
eial committee is necessary to deal with 
particular ca.sves which miglic ariise. 

Mr. Kingston was elected rei)Tescnta- 
tive to the Law dinner. 

The meeting put itself on record as 
being in favor of forming a Univei^ity 
Engineer Reserve Cori)8 at McGill, 
and a committee of four was elected 'tO 
get the names of all .those students in- 
terested in the scheme. Those chocjjeii 
wei^ Mr. Hargrave, '07; Mr. Lay ton, 
'08; :\lr. Porter, '09, and Mr. Ghidman, 
'10. 

The meeting then adjourned.

1 he tiiird daba^te of the inler-clas»s »erie« 
took place ^t the regular meeting of the 
Delta Sigma, on Friday, January 25, 
when '07 defeated '09, thus iwinning, for 
the second time, a place on the Delta 
S'i^fma s'liield. 

The subject of the debate wai>, Re- 
tyolved, that the jjiogress of civilization 
depends primarily on great personalities, 
rather than on force of ciiieumistances." 

The Seniors, represented by Midi's 
liuxtaible and Mise Craiwford, defended 
the attirmative, against Miste' .Ksta- 
brookes, and Miss Murphy, who ui)held 
the negative on behalf of the Sopho- 
niorei^. 

ML«w Canieran, Mls.s Irwin, and Miss 
Michaels acted as jndso^'. 

The s-peakers for the affirmative con- 
tended with many examples, that great 
men wrested eiroumstaajes to their 
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own ends, and that not only had all 
great historical events been the work 
of sr.'iii men, but also the life of na- 
tions reflected the thought and actions 
of great personalities, at any period. 
Poetry, sculi)ture, painting, all great 
factors in the progress of civilization, 
oould only ibe produced .by individuals. 
(Ireat lawis and inventions, thoug'h de- 
manded !by circumstances, could only 
be siKpp'l'ied by great men who tho-ught 
for their times, and /brought forth the 
fruits o<f their work, to advance their 
race. 

The cLroumsftances surroan<ling any na- 
tion could do nothing for the civilization 
of that nation, till some one man made 
use of them, and developied them. All 
relitgions were founded by some great 
pei^nal'ity, who interpreted the spirit 
of his' race. 

On the n^ative side, the arguments 
went to Sdiow that no man, however 
e/trong, could impa>e his thoughts on 
l)eopk', till cirtciimsitances had fitted the 
people to receive them. The dii9covery 
of Anierica was pO'S\<i])le long befoi'e the 
days of Oolum'bu^, but it was Ui^les^s 
till oiroiinLstances led to the dei>^rt* for 
expansion. Writing and money were 
the spontaneous solution of the prob- 
lemis of b>everal different countries. They 
Were needed, and th?y lippeared, "with- 
out the agene>- of any one man. All 
great nien have been the highest pro- 
ducts of their ages, not the creators of 
the thought of those ages. No greait 
inVi«ntions could ever be made but for 
the general knowledge tliat made them 
l>CL^;siibile. 

Missi Cameron, in pronouncing the de- 
cision of the judges, gave an extremely 
helpful erit!ci<?an of th'e debate, and 
praised especially the amount of work 
fhown Iw both side^. 

Miss Wi>^dom, as Chairman of the 
meeting, exy)ressed her thanks, not only 
to the judges of the day, but to all who 
had filled this ])a'?ition throu^zhout the 
series of debates. She al<o drew atten- 
tios to the Delta Sigma e^^ay contest, 
atnd made the announcement that the 
next meeting of the Society would be 
not be held till Feb. 22.

Every, 
conceivable form of vice and degradation 
I went in for, and speedilv killed the 
last flicker oi manhood that was left in 
me. At last, when my money was prac- 
tically gone, I returned to Montreal and 
continued my debauched life in my old 
town, but apart from anyone I had ever 
known. I worked occasionally at differ- 
ent low occupations until I made* a little 
money and then squandered it as quickly 
as I could. To get some additional 
means for satisfying my depraved tastes 
I began to paAvn many of my dearest 
possessions. All my athletic trophies 
went one by one. and all my books, all 
except Thackeray. At last I got so far 
dtjwn that I was nothing more or le-s 
than a loafer and a beggar. By this time 
I had so completely changed in appear- 
ance that I was able to walk the streets 
where I knew I should meet my old 
friends and yet go absolutely unrecog- 
nized. Once I managed to sneak into 
the college grounds to see a football 
game. ^[(Oill was winning, and I be- 
came so excited that 1 yelled frantically. 
Th(^ attention J tliereby attracted got me 
expelled from the grounds and threatened 
with arrest, and oh! how it hurt to 
think Ihit the hand which shoved me 
nui at tile gate was the hand that had so 
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often rubbed me down in the days when 
I wore the red-and-white mys-elf. 

''But that .was not the worst. It was 
my custom in those days, and indeed has 
been ever since, to frequent places where 
I knew Alice or Mrs. Williams, as I must 
now call her, was likely to pass, in order 
that I might feast my eyes on her. In 
the cour.s€ of time she began to notice 
• lie, she saw me so often, and one day 
>he stopped and gave me a five-cent piece. 
The tragic irony of it was awful. From 
that day to this I have been even worse 
than I ever was before. My dissipa- 
tions were redoubled. I never worked 
now to get money for my vices. I beg- 
ged what I could, and when that was not 
enough, I stole. I have seen the inside 
of the gaol a dozen times, and indeed 
ic is only two days since my last period 
was finished.
